HATS of all shapes and sizes were on show in Brid- 
port at the weekend as the town stamped its place on 
the “world map”. 

Now in its second year, the Bridport Hat Festival 
provided three days of hat-related entertainment and 
activities including workshops, live music, story¬ 
telling and dances. 

Visitor numbers reached 9,000 as the town bustled 
with energy and Festival Spokesperson Roger Snook 
said the event had taking the hat industry by storm. 

He said: “It was amazing, the whole organisation of 
the event was absolutely brilliant. The committee 
worked really hard, there are only six of them so they 
were brilliant. 

“The festival has really put Bridport on the world 
map and the hat industry are amazed by it and people 
keep saying we simply must do it again next year.” 

Events taking places throughout the weekend in¬ 
cluded children’s hat making, a Mad Hatter’s tea 
dance and classic car show, not forgetting the mass hat 
photo in Bucky Doo Square on Saturday (pictured 
left).

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ARTIST Chelsea Davine lives in Barcelona but re¬ 
turns to Lyme Regis, where she grew up and her 
parents still live, about once a month. 

She studied art at college in London and took it 
up again full time after her two children were old 
enough to go to school. Chelsea is now known for 
her unique style using poured paint and materi¬ 
als such as gold leaf on unusual bases, including 
concrete, steel and copper. 

Her latest project is The Shed Photography, an 
innovative platform for Lyme-based artists to 
show their work to a wider audience through the 
website and group exhibitions. The first Shed ex¬ 
hibition, "Looking Out, Looking In" is currently 
open at the Lister community rooms at the Ma¬ 
rine Parade shelters as part of Lyme Regis Arts- 
Fest. 


■ WHY did you decided to set up The Shed Photog¬ 
raphy? 

It was basically because I noticed all the hidden talent 
in Lyme Regis after last year's ArtsFest. In my open stu¬ 
dio other artists would be keen to tell me about their 
own work as well as talk about mine. I think speaking 
to another artist made them feel relaxed and comfort¬ 
able to talk about their own work. 

The Shed Photography is a great place to showcase 
the work of amateur photographers and artists online 
to a wider audience across the world, but with its roots 
firmly in Lyme Regis. Art work can be bought online as 
aluminium prints, meaning they can be hung in the 
garden because they're waterproof. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about taking part in Arts¬ 
Fest? 

I feel bad for the organisers because it is such a difficult 
task to put together but they do such an amazing job. 
It's a wonderful event to get so many people together. 
There is such a breadth of creativity. As an artist, it can 
be boring looking at the same things all the tie but 
there is such a broad range in ArtsFest. It allows cre¬ 
ative people to shine, to show what they do and what 
they're interested in. 

■ WHAT is the inspiration for your work? 

I work at the Boat Building Aacademy as artist in resi¬ 
dence and I love looking at all the boats in for restora¬ 
tion, the peeling paint and rusty old parts. I'm inspired 
by how the passing of time and weather changes 
things. Even inanimate objects, like a stone, you can see 



how the elements have changed it. My photo of the 
Cobb steps shows where people have walked on them 
for thousands of years, and that really fascinates me. 


■ HOW did you come to live in Barcelona? 

I wanted to learn a new language and a new culture. I 
find the architecture there really inspiring and it 
seemed like a good place to live for a while, and I 
haven't left since. I have lived there for 12 years, but I 
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get the best of both worlds by coming back to Lyme 
Regis. I get the city buzz and the community life, which 
really helps to make me feel grounded. 


■ WHAT do you think of the new Marine Parade 
shelters as an exhibition space? 

They have great potential and it will be great to see how 
different people respond to the space, how it evolves 
and changes. We wanted the exhibition to look profes¬ 
sional and kept the view of the gardens and the sea in 
mind, so you can still see through the glass. We wanted 
to show people the opportunity of a space like this and 
bring them a professional exhibition, which you might 
expect to see in London. 

■ WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

When I was a child I wanted to go to places starting with 
each letter of the alphabet. I've been to Afghanistan for 
A and Zanzibar for Z but not many of the letters in be¬ 
tween. So I would like to go to all the other places 
sometime in my life. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I would like to build a world renowned international art 
gallery in Lyme Regis. That is my dream, to build a St 
Ives here. And I would go to some of the places starting 
with different letters of the alphabet!

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Your chance to influence Local Plan 


A TOWN councillor is urging the people of Bridport to 
make their voices heard and influence West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council’s Local Plan. 

WDDC will be starting their consultation with resi¬ 
dent’s in the district next week as they look to produce a 
local plan, which will affect future developments 
throughout West Dorset. 

During the consultation events, representatives from the 
district council will work with the members of the com¬ 
munity to explore ideas, identify potential development 
sites and produce policy options for sustainable growth 
in the future. 

Bridport Town Council will start work on its own 
neighbourhood plan next April, but town councillor Ros 
Kayes believes the town must influence the district’s 
local plan first. 

“The Localism Bill, which is the most innovative and 
empowering aspect of coalition policy, really does give

communities the chance to have a say in how their serv¬ 
ices are run and over what happens to their environment,” 
she said. 

“In Bridport we will get a chance to work on our own 
Neighbourhood Plan from next April - saying where we 
want affordable homes to go and what we want to happen 
to the St Michael's Quarter for example. 

“But first we have to influence the district-wide Local 
Plan. We need to get our input in there too so that West 
Dorset's outline for development fits with our own. I urge 
people to register to go along to these consultations and 
help Bridport to have more control over its destiny.” 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould said 
it was important to get the views on local people before 
developing the plan. 


He said: “The content of the Local Plan will have an 
impact on everyone who lives and works in West Dorset. 

“As such, it is important that we capture the views of 
local people to find out how they think future growth and 
development in the area should be managed. 

“The consultation events will be a valuable opportunity 
for local communities to actively share their views and 
participate in discussions and we urge people to come 
along and take part.” 

The Western area consultation will be held at Beamin- 
ster Public Hall on Monday, October 3rd. 

Staggered sessions are being held to ensure people can 
attend outside of normal working hours. The western area 
consultation will run from 9:30am to 12:30pm and then 
5:30pm to 8:30pm.

Is solar power the future for council properties? 


SOLAR panels should be 
on all council owned 
buildings - was the find¬ 
ing of a recent survey from 
Friends of the Earth (FOE) 
West Dorset. 

The survey revealed that 
92 per cent of the public 
thought that solar panels 
should be fitted on all 
council owned roofs. 

Both Dorset County 
Council and West Dorset 
District Council said they 
were already investing on 
solar power on their build¬ 


ings. 

A DCC spokesman said 
that plans were approved 
by cabinet members in 
May to install photovoltaic 
(PV) panels on between 20 
and 30 of its school and 
other public buildings, 
plus a number of buildings 
in the County Farms es¬ 
tate. 

They said: “While the 
council needs to borrow 
£1.5 million to fund the 
project, the guaranteed in¬ 
come will provide a net fi¬ 


nancial benefit of £1.5 
million over 25 years - a 
100 per cent return on the 
investment. 

“The PV panels will also 
cut energy bills, support 
local “green” energy busi¬ 
nesses and help the coun¬ 
cil reduce its level of 
carbon emissions. 

“The panels should be in 
place on selected schools 
and public buildings by 
April 2012, with the op¬ 
tion to extend the pro¬ 
gramme further in future 


years. 

WDDC Leader Robert 
Gould said the new coun¬ 
cil offices in Dorchester 
would be taking advantage 
of energy saving measures 
and would meet the “ex¬ 
cellent” standard of 
B REE AM - an interna¬ 
tionally recognised green 
assessment method. 

“The district council is 
very aware of green issues 
and has produced a carbon 
management plan and a 
climate change plan,” he 


£1.4million speeding fines refunded 


TEN years of speeding fines in 
Chideock, totalling more than £1.4 
million, have been refunded to driv¬ 
ers. 

A total of 24,058 drivers have had 
their fines refunded and three points 
removed from their license after a 
Cornish lorry driver successfully 
won a court case, which proved the 
fines could not be enforced. 

Of those drivers refunded, 127 
chose to donate the money to charity, 
an additional 121 drivers refused the 
refund. 

The camera was installed in 1997 
but it was until 2007 that a judge 
spotted a technicality that meant the 
fines could not be enforced. 

For a decade the camera was 
marked as being located on a road 


that didn’t exist. 

The camera was supposed to be 
sited a specific distance from 
Seatown Road, however the correct 
name for the road is Duck Street. 

The total processing cost of the 
error is £1,818,288, all project costs 
were met by the Highways Agency. 

Pat Garrett, Head of Safety, Educa¬ 
tion and Enforcement Services on 
behalf of Dorset Road Safe, said: 
“As a result of a court case at 
Chideock relating to the westbound 
safety camera site, it was found that 
a defective Traffic Regulation Order 
was in place. 

“After consultation with partner¬ 
ship members, it was agreed that of¬ 
fences detected at the time the 
defective TRO was in place would be 


refunded.” 

A Highways Agency spokesperson 
said: “Since 2007, the Highways 
Agency has been working with our 
partners at Dorset Road Safe to put 
right the effects of a drafting error re¬ 
lating to the speed limit on the west¬ 
bound A35 at Chideock between 
1997 and 2007. 

“The final costs of this work were 
published online by Dorset Road 
Safe this June, and were borne by 
Highways Agency's agreed existing 
funds, at no additional cost to taxpay¬ 
ers.” 

“We have since put in place a new 
speed limit order that affords the res¬ 
idents of Chideock the level of pro¬ 
tection they deserve.” 


Eateries feature in Good Food Guide 


RESTAURANTS from Bridport and the surrounding 
area have been recognised in the Good Food Guide 
2012 . 

The Riverside Restaurant was again graded by the 
annual publication, as were Sienna's in Dorchester 
and Hix's Oyster and Seafood Restaurant in Lyme 
Regis. 

Featuring for the first time was Beaminster's The 
Wild Garlic restaurant and The Hive Beach Cafe at Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock was recommended but not graded. 

The Good Food Guide, which was published earlier 
this month, is the UK’s bestselling restaurant guide. 

First published in 1951, and written and compiled 
from scratch every year, it reviews the best restau¬ 
rants, pubs and cafes throughout the UK. 


The Riverside is described as the "ever popular 
seafood veteran". 

The review added: "The Watson's have now lost 
count of how long their abidingly popular coastal 
restaurant, not far from Bridport, has been in the 
Guide, which is testimony to the formidable levels of 
consistency they have set. Chefs may come and go 
but the commitment to fresh fish from sustainable 
sources never waver." 

Arthur Watson from the Riverside Restaurant said: 
"We are delighted once again to receive such a glow¬ 
ing appraisal from the Good Food Guide. It really is 
the result of lots of hard work by the team. It is pleas¬ 
ing to see over time more and more local restaurants 
joining us in the Guide."

“Features in the new of¬ 
fices include photovoltaic 
cells to generate solar elec¬ 
tricity, a very high level of 
insulation and ‘mixed 
mode’ ventilation, using 
the cooling effect of the 
natural air temperature.

Conquering Kilmanjaro 


ONE of the trustees of Home-Start 
West Dorset is to climb Mount Kil¬ 
imanjaro in Tanzania to raise money 
for the charity. 

Jean Neale and her husband Bill, 
both semi-retired, have been doing 
long distance walking both in the 
UK and on the continent for eight 
years. This will be the first walk 
they have done at altitude. Altitude 
sickness is a risk, but their tour op¬ 
erator has a very good success rate 
for clients achieving the summit. 

The Kilimanjaro climb will take 
six days in all, including an addi¬ 
tional day to become acclimatised. 
The initial ascent starts in a forest, 
progresses gradually through differ¬ 
ent climate zones from very hot to 
extremely cold, and culminates in a 


scramble to the summit that starts at 
midnight for arrival at sunrise. 
Their reward will be spectacular 
views over the surrounding African 
plains. 

The expedition numbers about 16 
participants, plus one guide for 
every two clients, and porters for 
carrying supplies. The tour operator 
is one of the very few to follow na¬ 
tional park guidelines. It also spon¬ 
sors an education project for porters 
during the off season. 

Home-Start West Dorset is a local 
charity which, through a team of 
trained volunteers, gives friendship, 
advice and practical support to fam¬ 
ilies who live in the West Dorset 
District Council area. We help par¬ 
ents, with a child under 5, discover, 


or rediscover, the joy and fun of par¬ 
enting.

trips. The trips have been popular, they are often booked up 
months in advance and every tour includes the services of 
a tour manager to ensure an enjoyable experience. 

Crossways Travel offer a mix of tours, from days out to 
historical sites to shopping trips. They now also offer holi¬ 
days including a bargain 5-day holiday to Newquay in Jan¬ 
uary next year, with entertainment every night and tours 
included, for just £139 for adults and £75 for children.

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Council adds extra 
buses to school run 


ACTION has been taken by Dorset 
County Council to provide extra buses 
after schoolchildren were left stranded 
at bus stops on the first week of term. 

DCC and Damory Coaches, who re¬ 
cently won the contract to provide the 
county’s school bus service, have 
worked together to identify specific 
problems after a number of instances 
where children were not collected from 
specific stops and some journeys ran 
late or failed to run. 

The council have now made arrange¬ 
ments using its own fleet and other con¬ 
tractors to cover five specific school 
journeys for one week, with plans to re¬ 
vert the routes back to Damory once all 
other journeys are operating normally. 

Toni Coombs, the county council’s 
Cabinet member for children’s services, 
said: “Children should be transported to 
school safely. I am extremely concerned 
that the situation in the past week has 
been unacceptable and we are working 
closely with Damory to understand why 
this has happened. 

“I have every sympathy with parents 
and children who have been affected 
and would like to reassure them we are 
doing everything we can to improve the 
situation. 

“This is a new contract and we would 
always expect some teething problems 
as it beds in. However, the scale of 
these problems is unprecedented, and 
we appreciate that the effect is signifi¬ 
cant and a major concern to parents.” 

Senior council managers are in con¬ 
stant discussion and planning with 
Damory’s management and are working 
rapidly to deal with the problems that 
have arisen since the start of the new 
school term. 

Mrs Coombs added: “Damory have 
been open in explaining the issues fac¬ 
ing them in the implementation of this

substantial new contract, and the num¬ 
ber of the problems that have occurred. 

“Following detailed discussions, our 
managers have been assured by 
Damory that it has suitable plans in 
place to correct the problems and im¬ 
prove performance. I shall personally 
be closely monitoring this to ensure that 
we keep on track. 

“We are also launching an internal in¬ 
vestigation to probe into the issues 
we’ve had with the transition into this 
new contract. We are taking this matter 
extremely seriously and will do every¬ 
thing we can to prevent this sort of fail¬ 
ure from happening again. 

“The county council has incurred ad¬ 
ditional costs in managing the failure of 
some services. We have made it clear to 
Damory that we will be seeking to re¬ 
cover costs.” 

Many families have also expressed 
concerns related to changes to the 
county council’s concessionary school 
travel policy. These include a reduction 
in the number of free school transport 
places and an increase in the cost of 
school bus passes. 

Mrs Coombs said: “The policy on 
concessionary fares and the number of 
seats available changed in June and par¬ 
ents were informed of this. If parents 
are unhappy with decisions about their 
child’s entitlement they can appeal 
against the decision. We are organising 
extra appeal hearings to make sure we 
can process them as quickly as possi¬ 
ble.”

county have angered 
members in particular. 

They would like to see 
changes to the way 
local politicians are 
elected and how devel¬ 
opment decisions are 
made, to give greater 
control to the commu¬ 
nity. 

Richard Denton 
White, the chairman of 
D4D, said:"The political 
system is failing to give 
voters a meaningful say 
in how big issues like 
the Charles Street de¬ 
velopment are deter¬ 
mined. 

"We are committed to 
a campaign to make 
the public aware of the 
failures of the system 
and the need to bring 
about common sense 
changes to the way we 
elect local councillors." 

Membership secre¬ 
tary Richard Shrubb 
said: "There are serious 


travesties of democracy 
in the UK that need to 
be dealt with urgently, 
if we purport to lead 
the democratic world 
and practice what we 
preach." 

D4D, whose key fig¬ 
ures are Richard Den¬ 
ton White, of Portland, 
Ros Kayes, of Bridport 
and Trefor Morgan, of 
Weymouth, are work¬ 
ing with the umbrella 
group Reform Groups 
Network to push for 
voting to be made 
fairer.

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Council tackles weed 

WORK is continuing to clear an invasive weed grow¬ 
ing in the water channels at Meadowlands, West Bay. 

There were first reports of Water Primrose in the 
water channel in 2010, since then West Dorset District 
Council has been using a spray treatment to control the 
weed. 

If left untreated, the South American Water Primrose 
can crowd native plants and clog up water channels, 
leading to overflows on nearby land. 

WDDC Leader Robert Gould said: “The district 
council has been treating the water channel at Mead¬ 
owlands in West Bay for nearly two years. 

“In March this year the district council funded an¬ 
other course of treatment to avoid bird nesting season. 
The channel was treated again in summer as it is most 
effective around that time, under the guidance of the 
Environment Agency and the county council. The 
channel was sprayed again three weeks ago. 

“The council has done its best to get rid of the water 
primrose and is working with the Environment Agency 
and Dorset County Council when needed to figure out 
the best treatment to get the best results with minimal 
damage to the important natural environment”.

Angry motorists fight back over 
the country's 'Third World' roads 


COUNCILS across the UK are 
shelling out every day to irate 
motorists. 

The average compensation for 
vehicles damaged by potholes is 
£200 with 22,000 successful 
claims last year alone. And it's all 
taxpayers' money. 

Shoddy road maintenance costs 
drivers six times more than it 
costs councils to patch up our 
roads. 

Insurance isn't an option for 
many. Simon Douglas of AA In¬ 
surance explains,"Drivers are un¬ 
willing to claim as they risk losing 
their no-claims bonus.The cost of 
repair may be less than the rise in 
premium." 

Worse still, the Government has 
told the Highways Agency to ig¬ 
nore any motorway potholes 
smaller than the size of a soup 
bowl from 2015. With rises in fuel 
duty and road tax it leaves mo¬ 
torists outraged at the news. 

Chris Reagan of Coventry pays 
£445 road tax on his Audi A6 All¬ 
road. 

"It is robbery," says Chris. "The 
roads around us are shameful. I 
use the M69 for my commute. If 
the motorways become as bad it 
would be awful." 

Camilla Dyson from Sheffield 
bought an 18-month old VW Golf 
two years ago. 


"I sold the car last week. I got 
next to nothing for it. It was 
wrecked. The roads in Sheffield 
are a disgrace,"said Camilla. 

At high-speed a small pothole 
can crack a driveshaft. Shock ab¬ 
sorbers fracture easily. And a sus¬ 
pension coil spring can snap like 
a carrot. 

Mail order company Carparts- 
Direct.co.uk supplies steering 
racks and driveshafts. 

"Many customers ask for a de¬ 
tailed invoice to claim from their 
authority," says Martin Mosley of 


Carparts-Direct. 

"Our steering racks and drive- 
shafts are remanufactured items 
so the old part is returned to us 
when the job is done. 

"Some are damaged so badly 
they are useless. 

"In 25 years I have never known 
this level of destruction. It is un¬ 
safe." 

Successive governments know 
voters won't put up with third 
world schools and hospitals.Third 
world roads could prove even 
more unpopular.

Senior: Charles dismissal the turning point 



BRIDPORT manager Trevor Senior felt 
that the red card Sam Charles received 
after retaliating during their 1 -3 defeat 
by Bitton on Saturday was both unjust 
and probably cost them the game 

The Bees striker was dismissed for al¬ 
legedly grabbing his assailant Jack 
Welling by the throat after he had 
been felled by a double footed tackle 
from behind just two minutes after 
the interval with the game poised at a 
goal apiece. 

Commenting on the incident Senior 
said: "The guy went in two footed on 
Sam.
